The plane’s owners had agreed to 
pay $50,000 ransom for return of the 
crew and the hostages after the 
Colombian 
government 
rejected 
demands for the release of 47 


political 
prisoners 
and 
it 
was 
thought Lima was the last stop. 
Instead, the two young, longhaired 
gunmen who hijacked the plane last 
Wednesday told airport police in 
Lima they wanted to refuel and 
continue the flight. 
The hijackers ordered the red, 
white and blue plane to park in front 
of the term inal while they talked 
with airport authorities by radio, 
keeping the doors shut to prevent 
the escape of hostages. Eleven of 


the original 89 hostages lied during 
one of several stops in Aruba. 
The plane took off early today 
from O ranjestad on the Dutch Island 
of Aruba and stopped in Guayaquil 
to refuel when the hijackers said 
they w ere flying on to Lima. At one

demanded

conduct to Cuba. 
Police in Guayaquil had kept at a 
safe distance from the aircraft so as 
not to trigger any action by the 
hijackers who have issued a number 


of threats including one to blow up 
the plane and all aboard

once they reach their destination. 
Also on board, at the demand of 
the hijackers, were food, ice and

“ You’ve taken your stand, now 
you’re going to have to serve your 
tim e.” 
They 
were 
unwelcome, 
often 
u n e x p e c te d , 
p a r t i n g 
w o rd s. 
Pronounced by draft boards, judges, 
parole boards and countrymen, they 
are rem em bered by the men who 
resisted the war draft but are now in 
khaki anyway, marking tim e at 
Lompoc’s 
Federal 
Correctional 
Institution. 
“ I ’d kill somebody if 1 had a 
reason to, if I was m otivated to. But 
I’ve never been m otivated to kill 
anybody. If I'm going to decide to do 
that, it’s going to be my decision; 
it’s not going to be imposed on me 
from 
outside, 
especially 
over 
something I think is totally absurd.” 
Eloquent of the motives of some 
of the resisters, too noble for many, 


the words could still have been 
stitched as a motto on that motley, 
broad banner of dissent of the I960’s, 
a banner than nonetheless never 
went to war. 
The words were repeated by one 
of 10 current valley prisoners who 
have endured their draft related 
sentences 
through 
the 
dm 
and 
closeness of FC I’s main prison cell 
blocks and into the quiet breezes of 
the honor camp. There are perhaps 
30 still 
inside

more draft 
indictm ents are coming, though the 
law no longer stands.

AEC approves nuclear 
plant for Diablo Canyon

After a year-long environm ental 
im pact study, an Atomic Energy 
Commission 
staff 
recommended 
that the government license each of 
the plant’s million kilowatt pressure 
w ater reactors, subject to certain 
conditions. 
The conditions the AEC staff 
placed on the facility, located 12 
m iles Southwest of San Luis Obispo, 
were these:

That 
PG&E 
continue 
its 
e c o lo g ic a l 
and 
r a di ol og ic al 
monitoring program in the area 
That the utility implement an 
AEC 
a p p r o v e d 
p r o g r a m 
to 
determ ine the number and identity 
of m arine organism s in the plant s 
cove and their susceptibility 
to 
entram m ent along with seaw ater 
sucked in for coolant Both reactors 
will be cooled by a continuous flow 
of sea water from the Diablo Canyon 
embay ment. 
That 
PG&K confirm their 
predictions of the plant’s therm al 
effect on the ocean and operate in 
such a m anner as to conform to 
specified standards. 
These standards state that the 
temperature of am bient seaw ater 
must not be raised more than a 
degree by the plant’s discharged 
coolant 
seaw ater, 
which 
comes 
from the plant some 18 degrees 
hotter than the ocean 
Missing from the list of conditions 
was a requirem ent suggested in a 
prelim inary AEC impact report that 
the utility construct a facility to 
discharge the used coolant water 
further seaward of the coast to 


avoid therm al damage to dense 
coastal m arine life. 
Y esterday’s 
decision 
did 
not 
amount to final licensing of the 
l a r ge 
r e a c to r s , 
with 
m o r e 
environmental 
debate 
over 
the 
construction of unit II due next week 
in San Luis and other's critical 
hearings in the offing. 
Y esterday’s disclosure came on 
the heels of a charge by consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader that the 
Em ergency Core Coolant Systems 
of 20 operating nuclear power plants 
in 
the 
nation 
are 
“crude 
and 
untested” and endanger the lives of 
millions of Americans. 
The 
ECCS 
is 
one 
of 
the 
preventative safety systems built 
into present generation reactors to 
prevent em ergency overheating of a 
reactor's radio active fuel core and 
the release of highly lethal radio­ 
a c t i v e 
m a t e r i a l s 
into 
t he 
environment. 
The AEC responded to Nader 
yesterday by saying. “ ...we know of 
no basis for suspending operation of 
n u c l e a r 
p o we r 
p lant s. .. The 
C o m m i s s i o n 
has 
p r e s e n t l y 
underway a comprehensive public 
proceeding 
to 
consider 
whether 
p r e s e n t

Saving Tahoe 


Of all the scenic wonders nature has bestowed upon 
California, none is better known or more admired than the 
vast mountain lake called Tahoe 
The name derives from the Indian "da’au” which simply 
meant "lake” It was first called Mountain Lake by 
Fremont, later changed to Lake Bonpland for some now 
inexplicable reason and then named Bigler after the state’s 
third governor. When the area was established as a national 
forest in 1902 federal officials chose Tahoe as the name for 
both the forest and the lake. 
Although not the largest, deepest or highest lake in the 
U.S. it has long been noted as the bluest, a claim which it 
is rapidly coming close to losing by reason of pollution 
caused by urbanization and commercialization. 
Ixing favored as a summer recreational area by 
Sacramentans 
and 
surrounding valley residents, 
its 
popularity increased when highway improvements opened 
the area up to easier access during winter months. This not 
only brought the skiers but it led to the development of huge 
gaming palaces on the Nevada side and became an 
attraction to all Northern Californians. 
The lake sets on the border of California and Nevada. Ft is 
this fact, along with it also being within the jurisdiction of 
two California counties, which has made conservation 
efforts most difficult. 
And, while at first only such dedicated conservation 
groups as the Sierra Club were active in attempting to curb 
commercialization, the destruction of the lake’s natural 
beauty by developers has grown to be a concern to millions 
of 
Californians 
not 
usually 
identified 
with 
the 
environmentalists. 
Probably no one has worked harder or longer in the 
Legislature to preserve the integrity of the lake than 
Assembly Ed Z’Berg who has been fighting the battle for 
the past decade. 
As a result of his efforts a joint California Nevada 
Commission was created in 1965 to study the problems and 
recommend legislation. This led to the formation of the Bi- 
State Compact Agency and the Tahoe Regional Planning 
Agency. 
Despite jurisdictional problems in saving the lake Z'berg 
says progress has been much greater than many thought 
possible. 
A basinwide regional land use plan has been adopted to 
preserve the scenic beauty and recreational opportunities. 
The plan seeks to maintain an equilibrium between the 
region’s 
natural 
endowment 
and 
its 
man-made 
environment. 
Z’Berg said the two major remaining problems in the 
battle to save the lake are financing the protection of basin 
properties and the strengthening of the California Tahoe 
Agency for the maintenance of the integrity of the adopted 
plan 
"Inverse condemnation actions against the Agency now 
total over $200 million and government must inevitably 
assume a major share of the financial burden of saving 
Lake Tahoe," he said 
As a start he has proposed an appropriation of $21) million 
to acquire the highest priority basin lands for their 
protection This is less than halt that which is net*ded tor 
acquisition ot all such designated land 
"The preservation of the lake," Z’Berg contends, 'calls 
for the enthusiastic support of all Calilornians it we are to 
pass Lake Tahoe on with pride to future generations."

Poll says Reagan 


popularity growing 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI > - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan has regained considerable public 
approval for the job he is doing as this 
state's chief executive, according to the 
California Poll 
His gain in popularity is conincident with 
a deterioration in President Nixon's job 
rating by the California public, pollster 
Mervin D. Field said today 
The poll found that 38 per cent ot those 
questioned thought Reagan was doing a 
good job while 20 per cent rated his 
gubernatorial performance as poor As 
recently as last October, only 29 per cent 
rated his performance as good and 30 per 
cent as poor. Not since February of 1970 
has Reagan been rated so highly. 
President Nixon’s job was rated as good 
by 34 per cent and poor by 35 per cent. In 
November of 1970, 37 per cent thought the 
President was doing a good job and 16 per 
cent a poor job.

Mother Lode stirred to life 


United Press International 
The old, nearly forgotten Mother Lode 
mines of California and the Bonanza region 
of Nevada are being stirred back to life by 
soaring gold prices, which also have 
nudged mining companies in four states to 
begin new exploration. 
Inquiries about risk-free gold mining 
loans in California and Nevada “ have gone 
up 50 per cent in the last month or so. ” said 
Harold Stager, an official of the Office of 
Mineral Exploration in Menlo Park. Calif. 
"Six months ago there were 10 to 15 a 
month, now it sup to 30,” he said Thursday. 
The “ assistance project” loans, under 


the U.S. Geological Survey, do not have to 
be repaid if the gold mining venture fails. 


He said two applications from Nevada 
were pending and five other firms, in 
Nevada and California, were already doing 
exploratory work with the federal money. 


The official, U.S. government-controlled 
price on gold is $42.22 an ounce, not enough 
authorities predict to spark widespread 
interest in mining. But there are still other 
lucrative gold markets, such as dentistry, 
jewelry and industry, and the price on the 
London market Thursday was more than 
$114 an ounce. 


Nixon friend faces fraud 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) — A long time friend 
and key financial backer of President 
Nixon, C. Arnholt Smith, was accused by 
the Securities and Exchange Commission 
Thursday of a multimillion dollar fraud 


Smith was named in a civil suit by the 
SEC, along with two associates and six of 
the companies in his far flung business 
empire 


Smith has been a confidante of the 
President since Nixon was a congressman. 
He reportedly raised more than $1 million 
for Nixon’s 1972 reelection campaign, 
including $250,000 of Smith's own money. 


Just last weekend it was revealed that 
Smith had agreed to sell the San Diego 
Padres baseball team, of which he is the 
majority owner, to a Washington. D C. 
group for $12 million, the highest price for 
a team in the history of professional 
baseball. 
Smith, 74, rose from bank teller to the 
director of a financial empire that includes 
the U.S. 
National Bank. Yellow Cab 
franchises in Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Phoenix, hotels and office buildings, 
tuna canneries here and in Puerto Rico, an 
airline, Air California, produce, real estate 
and insurance firms.

Terry vs. Beck 
again tonight 
at State Meet 


Being king-of-the-hill in the two-mile in CIF is like being the top 
gunfighter in town — someone is always out to get you. 
Terry Williams of Lompoc High captured the CIF, Southern Section 
two-mile title last Friday night, beating his old rival Curtis Beck of 
Santa Monica. 
But Williams didn’t have much time to sit back and enjoy the win. 
He had to get ready to defend his title tonight in the state track and 
field championships at Woodland, near Sacramento. 
The Woodland Stadium seats 7,000 fans, and a near-capacity turnout 
is expected for both days of the meet. 
Williams is one of three valley athletes in the two-day meet. Lompoc 
miler Alvin Gilmore and Cabrillo 120-yard high hurdler Roland 
Soloman will also compete. 
The finals of the two-mile will be run tonight at 7:25. The finals in all 
other events will be run tomorrow, starting at noon, with qualifying 
heats tonight. 
As at the CIF meet, the two-mile should be one of the real crowd- 
pleasing events. Williams has to be rated the favorite on the basis of 
his win last week. 
But he’ll have no trouble getting psyched up for the crowded 27-man 
field that consists of defending state champ Beck, Merced’s David 
Taylor, and at least a couple other runners capable of pulling an upset. 
The race will unofficially decide the nation’s second best high 
school two-miler of the season. Craig Virgin of Illinois has been rated 
number one on the basis of his 8:42 eight-lapper last week. 
It’s not likely that anyone will touch that time tonight, though 
Lompoc coach Bob Caouette feels Williams is capable of going under 
8:50 for the first time ever. 
Terry ran 8:55.2 last week, near his personal best of 8:55.0 (run 
indoors this year). Beck's second place Masters’ Meet time of 9:02.0 
was surprisingly slow, considering his 8:48.8 last year at the CIF 
finals. 
Taylor ran an 8:53.6 last year, but has not been under 9:00 so far this 
season. 
Only three high school runners in the nation, in fact, have been 
under 9:00 this season, including Williams and Virgin. Williams has 
broken the magic barrier three times. 
The mile run qualifying heats will be run tonight. There will be nine 
runners in each of the three heats, with the top three in each 
advancing to the finals tomorrow at 5 p.m. 
Gilmore, whose 4:09.4 two weeks ago in the 3-A meet is the nation’s 
fifth fastest time of the season, should have no trouble qualifying for 
the finals. 
The Southern Section should dominate this event, with Gilmore, 
Masters’ Meet champ Barrie Williams (4:09.8) of North Torrance, 
and Bellflower’s Bob O’Brien (4:08.8» having recorded by far the best 
times of the field. 
Cabrillo’s Soloman will have his work cut out against a solid field of 
at least seven sub-14 second runners. Roland, only a junior, went 14.5 
to take second in the 3-A meet, then captured fifth last week. 
Soloman was one of several athletes getting a film reprieve. He was 
originally awarded sixth place at the Masters’ Meet, but official 
films showed he had actually taken fifth. The results of nine Masters’ 
Meets events were changed after the CIF film review.

to Aaron

NEW YORK (UPI) - Purely on 
impulse, Reggie Jackson picked up 
the phone the other day and called 
Hank Aaron. 
When Aaron got on, Jackson said: 
“ Hank ... This is Reggie Jackson 
in Detroit ... I’ve been hearing and 
reading what’s been going on the 
last few weeks, some of the stuff 
you’ve had to listen to, and I want 
you to know that all the young black 
players in the American League 
realize what the older blacks in the 
National have done for them ... 
Fellows 
like 
Mays, 
Banks, 
Clemente, 
Gibson, 
Williams, 
Jenkins, yourself, you’ve done so 
much for all of us, Hank, how can we 
tell you how much it means? You 
know what I ’m trying to say, 
don’tcha? ... Baby, I ’m pulling for 
you!” 
Hank Aaron, with 686 home runs 
already, and getting racial abuse 
from a few numbskulls in Atlanta 
because he’s starting to crowd Babe 
Ruth’s all-time record of 714, isn’t a 
particularly emotional individual. 
He was moved by Reggie Jackson’s 
phone call though. 


He knew immediately this wasn’t 
a case of one ballplayer calling 
another. Ballplayers don’t do it that 
much. Especially long distance. 
This simply was Reggie Jackson’s 
way of letting Hank Aaron know he 
wasn’t out there all alone. 


“ Thanks very much for calling,” 
Aaron 
said 
to 
Jackson. 
“ I 
appreciate what you’ve done.” 
Some people automatically will 
say, see, those blacks always stick 
together, as if that really is some 
great crime. What these same 
people fail to realize is that all those 
who are hoping that Aaron never 
breaks Ruth’s record also are 
sticking together, and that's no real 
crime either so long as these people 
don’t make Aaron their target for 
racial abuse. 
Naturally, the black ballplayer 
has a better idea of Aaron’s problem 
than the white one although that 
doesn’t necessarily mean no white 
player can appreciate it. 
“ I can,” says Boston’s Carl 
Yastrzemski. 


“ I ’m not black, but 1 can relate to 
Aaron, and what he’s going through. 
I ’m from a minority group, Polish 
Catholic, and I can remember some 
of the things I took from the fans 
when I first came up. You wouldn’t 
believe the things they said. Oh, I 
still get it once in awhile, but 
nothing like it used to be. I read 
where it was only a certain few who 
are giving Aaron trouble, but I still 
can understand the way he feels. 
One boo has a way of sounding 
louder than five claps. I hope he 
breaks Ruth’s record. I'm pulling 
for him all the way and when he does 
it, 
i t ’ll 
be 
the 
greatest 
accomplishment in sports' history. 
Greater even than the first better- 
than-four-minute mile.” 


Richie Allen was the one who first 
got Reggie Jackson thinking about 
Hank Aaron, and it all came about 
during a recent game between the 
A’sand White Sox. 
“ Richie tells me more in two 
minutes at first base than any five 
other men tell me in two hours, 
says the Oakland rightfielder. 


“ He tells me so many things, like 
how to play the game and how to 
make social adjustments in the 
white man’s world. Last time we 
talked, 
for 
example, 
he 
said, 
‘Reggie, be quiet! Play the game 
with your legs, your arm and your 
bat. That’s what the fellows over 
there did It's amazing what they did 
for us coming up.* 


“ Richie was talking about the 
National League, and fellows like 
Aaron, Mays, Clemente, Gibson, 
Williams, Jenkins and Banks When 
they came along 15-20 years ago, 
they couldn’t argue with the umpire 
or complain about being called 
‘nigger,’ 
black 
boy’ or 
black 
bastard.’ Who were they going to 
complain to, the white man? 
“ That’s why it was easier for 
someone like, say, a Bobby Bonds to 
break in with San Francisco He 
could fall on a Mays or a McCovey 
when he came up The same with a 
Ralph Garr at Atlanta He could 
lean on an Aaron. Over here in the 
American league, it was tougher. 
Frank Robinson really was the only 
elder statesman, black, in this 
league 
I'm not talking about a 
superstar; I'm talking about a guy 
with his head together.” 
• Now you know where Reggie 
Jackson got the idea of calling up 
Hank Aaron 
Now you also know why he did it.

BOROS TELLS HOW TO 
AVOID CLUBHEAD DRAG 


Julius Boros was a late- 
bloomer whose younger days 
were marked by sudden hot 
streaks but longer periods of 
erratic play. One reason was 
that Julius used to have the 
bad habit of dragging the 
club back with his hands 
leading the clubhead. Boros 
thinks he did this because 
he 
was 
concentrating 
so 
hard on not lifting the club 
on the backswing. 
“By dragging the club­ 
head, or leading the take­ 
away with my hands, I put 
my clubface in a closed po­ 
sition at the top of the swing 
and had to compensate on 
the downswing to avoid strik­ 
ing the ball with a closed 
face. 
“To eliminate this, I de­ 
veloped the habit of keeping 
my wrists straight and firm 
during the first few feet as 
the clubhead moved away 
from the ball. This keeps the 
same straight alignment of 
left arm and clubface I had 
at address.”

Some men achieve great­ 
ness in war. 
It 
is

achieve it as a prisoner of 
war. 
Such is the story, from 
an earlier war, of an Army 
chaplain and Jesuit priest, 
Fatner Emil Kapaun, cap­ 
tured in Korea in 1950 by 
choice, because he chose to 
stay with the wounded rath­ 
er than seek his own safety. 
In 
c a p t i v i t y . 
Father 
Kiipaun's conduct 
so 
im­ 
pressed POWs that he be­ 
came an inspiration even 
for those who never knew 
him. One, a young Jewish 
officer, was moved to create 
a hauntingly unique tribute 
to the priest. 
One fellow prisoner, two 
decades later recalls: “We 
had men dying five, ten and 
fifteen a day, month after 
month from the bitter cold, 
bad food and lack of medi­ 
cine. Out of those thousands 
dead in those bitter years, 
he is the man we remember 
“No detail was too dirty, 
if it helped the rest of us. 
He would sneak into the 
barracks of the Communist 
guards while we created a 
diversion — a fight or other 
commotion — and, at the 
risk of death, take soap, salt, 
a chicken, whatever food he 
could find. 
“Any of the rest of us 
would hoard at least a part 
of what we could scrounge, 
we were so desperately hun- 
B 
ry. But not Father Kapaun. 
ie stood up for our rights 
to the Chinese guards, quiet 
ly 
and 
determinedly. 
He 
ministered to the Catholics, 
the Protestants and the Jews 
alike, and saw that each 
dying man received the serv­ 
ices of his own religion He 
saw to it that religion — our 
own brand — lived in each 
of us. He even prayed for 
the guards. 
“If a man said he was 
hungry, he gave him his 
own food. If a man said he 
was too weak to walk, he 
would wash his dishes. If a 
man was sick, he would 
wash his clothes. 
“ The rest 
of 
us com­ 
plained incessantly and bit­ 
terly, but he did not. If a 
man had worries, and we all 
did, he consoled him.

Marine Gerald Fink 
never did. He arrived in the 
camp too late.

Already 
suffering from severe dysen­ 
tery and now immobilized by 
injuries, he developed pneu­ 
monia The guards took him 
away. 
Marine Fink's “something" 
in Father Kapaun’s memory 
took the shape of a crucifix, 
carved 
from 
a 
scrap of 
wood with a steel support 
taken from his own shoe and 
honed to knife sharpness. 
Bits of barbed wire found in 
the compound provided the 
final touch, the crown of 
thorns on this tribute to a 
selfless prisoner of war who 
had also died in suffering, 
without care.

Revenue sharing 


The 
City 
Council 
and 
the 
City 
Administration 
have 
been 
wrestling, 
philosophically, over how to use general 
revenue sharing funds from the federal 
government. The city will have received 
by June 30 of this year a total of more than 
$400,000 in such funds. 
On one hand, the City Administration 
wants to use $215,000 of such funds to 
balance the general fund budget. City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers has put this 
figure into the operational costs of the 
police department as a gimmick way of 
getting the funds into the general fund. On 
the other hand, some Council members 
support the theory of using the funds for 
one-time, 
non-recurring 
major capital 
improvement 
projects, 
or other 
non­ 
recurring expenses. Wahlers contends that 
such use of the funds would be a “ luxury" 
and a tax rate increase, use of a portion of 
general fund unappropriated surpluses, 
increases in various permit and business 
license fees and in-lieu transfers from the 
utility funds would still be necessary to put 
the general fund in balance. 


The general fund is out of balance 
despite an estimated $100,000 increase in 
revenue predicted from various sources 
such ,as assessed valuation, sales tax, 
government grants and the like. It is out of 
balance primarily because the city finds it 
necessary to keep up with salary and 
fringe 
benefits 
dem ands 
and 
are 
constantly plagued with the increased 
costs 
of 
supplies and 
materials and 
inflation. 
It is opinion that serious thought to 
major capital 
improvement programs 
should be forestalled at this time or until 
such time as revenues catch up with 
spending — in other words, until they can 
be 
afforded. 
E m erg en cy 
capital 
improvements certainly must be attended 
to. 
Meanwhile, in order to hold down and 
maintain 
the 
present 
tax 
rate, 
we 
encourage the prudent 
use of revenue 
sharing funds. 
The Council seeks public opinion on this 
problem at their June 5 meeting at 7:30 
p.m. in Council chambers.

PEKING, — When warships of the 
Soviet fleet sailed past China’s front 
door through the Taiwan Strait it 
stirred 
a 
wave 
of 
speculation 
throughout Asia. The response from 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s 
c o m m a n d 
headquarters 
in 
Hawaii 
was 
a 
statement that American ships were 
still patrolling the waters between 
the Chinese mainland and the island 
of Taiwan that is Chiang Kai-shek’s 
redoubt. 
For the man who 
bears such a heavy 
responsibility 
for 
the management of 
both 
foreign 
and 
domestic policy in 
th e 
P e o p l e ’s 
Republic this was 
one more proof of 
what he has long 
believed. 
Premier 
Chou En-lai, in a 
discussion with this 
reporter lasting 
more than three hours, explained his 
conviction that the confrontation 
between the United Staes and the 
Soviet Union has been transferred 
from the Middle East to South Asia. 
His conviction is grounded in an 
unshakable 
distrust 
of 
Soviet 
motives. Chou believes that the 
intent of the Kremlin hierarchy, led 
by Leonid Brezhnev, is to lull the 
west into a false security while the 
Soviets 
pursue 
their 
goal 
of 
hegemony everywhere. 
Americans 
who 
argue 
for 
a 
reduction 
or 
even 
the 
entire 
elimination of the American forces 
stationed in Germany are, in Chou’s 
view, naive. How, he asks, can there 
be any assurance that if western 
troops are pulled back, the large 
Soviet concentrations in the five 
satellite powers will be reduced? 
Chou is profoundly skeptical of the 
agreements signed in Moscow by 
Nixon and Brezhnev a year ago. 
Despite those agreements, he says, 
gesturing with his expressive hands, 
the nuclear arms race goes on up 
and up at a terrible cost. And there 
can be no reason to believe that it 
will not end in a nuclear war 
As for China’s policy, the premier 
is confident that a Soviet strike 
across the northern border, so long a 
major threat, has been deterred 
The deterrence has been achieved 
by successful diplomacy on the one 
hand and by extensive and costly 
measures of 
preparedness 
a 
strong army, rapid nuclear missile 
development, tunnel digging 
on 
the other hand 


The agreements signed 
with the 
U n it e d 
S t a t e s 
and 
J a pa n, 
underwritten 
by 
the personal 
missions to Peking of President 
Nixon and Japan’s Prime Minister 
Kakuei Tanaka, have removed the 
threav of a two-or even a three-front 
war. 
The nightmare of such a war, 
however fantastic and improbable it 
may seem to the outsider, is what 
Chou and others at the top of the 
new China have lived with for many 
years. Through the '30s and into the 
'40s Japan waged a savage war of 
c o n q u e s t . 
Chiang 
K ai -s he k 
conserved his forces for the civil 
war that followed. 
Then in the ’50s, after the Chinese 
had successfully repulsed American 
Troops in Korea at the Yalu River, 
came the Dulles policy of trying to 
bring China down by isolating her 
and cutting off any exchange with 
the outside world. No wonder, then, 
that Chou and his colleagues have 
lived so long with the nightmare of 
fear. 
On the diplomatic level India has 
several times approached Peking 
with a desire to talk. But Chou says 
that negotiation will not be possible 
until 90,000 Pakistan prisoners still 
held by India out of the war of late 
1971 are repatriated. A border issue 
must be settled, with India holding a 
large chunk of Chinese territory 
south of the McMahon line. 
The key to peace, however, is 
Indochina 
and 
the 
premier 
confesses he is baffled by American 
policy in Cambodia. The American 
bombing he sees as a futile attempt 
to hold a small place that was once a 
green oasis. 
Why, he asks, should the United 
States support Lon Nol in Phnom 
Penh who is no old friend of the 
United States? If Prince Sihanouk, 
who has the complete backing of the 
People’s 
Republic, 
could 
be 
returned, he maintains, Cambodia 
would be an independent and neutral 
state 
In 
this 
way 
the • peace 
settlement in Indoc hina, which Chou 
sees as a gratifying development, 
could be further implemented. 
As the premier looks at American 
policy in Asia, the error has been in 
trying to hold small places and 
thereby sacrificing the large. The 
American involvement in Cambodia 
is, after all, only three years old, 
dating from the Nixon incursion. 
Why should the conflict there not be 
settled peacefully ? 
An 
earthy 
peasant 
figure 
of 


speech 
says

American error: 
do not sacrifice 
the melon for the sesam e seed. 
Since

Nixon

the 
premier understands the United 
States, and in his relationship with 
Henry Kissinger there is friendship.

The early years of Migros were 
ones of constant struggle against 
monopolies which wanted to restrict 
their supplies or harass it out of 
business. Duttweiler was not to be 
so restrained. When he could not 
purchase a certain brand of soap 
from the Swiss supplier, he went to 
New York and filled a ship with the 
same 
soap 
from the 
American 
manufacturer. 
Whenever 
he 
observed a blocked supply route to 
Migros 
cooperatives, 
he 
either 
overcame it or set up cooperative 
processing plants or distributors. 
Presently, Migros co-ops account 
for about 10 per cent of the retail 
sales in Switzerland and 25 per cent 
of the food retail business. It is the 
largest 
do me st ic 
e conomi c 
enterprise in the country. 
Swiss consumers generally agree 
that Migros food markets sell at the 
lowest 
prices 
and 
maintain 
a 
consistent quality. There is unit 
pricing, 
perishable 
dating 
and 
ingredient 
disclosure. 
But 
the 
attraction 
to consumers of the 
Migros idea is more extensive. 
For example, Migros co-ops do 
not 
sell 
anything 
that 
“ sells.” 
Alcohol and tobacco products are 
not sold. A recent membership vote 
reaffirmed the ban on cigarettes 
and related products by a 2 to 1 
majority. The stores do not sell 
mineral water (a popular item) in 
plastic 
or 
one-way 
bottles 
for 
environmental 
reasons. 
Glass 
bottles are used instead. The Migros 
gasoline co-ops introduced low lead 
gasoline. Shipments between Migros 
processors, distributors and retail 
outlets are mostly handled by rail to 
reduce pollution. 
The 
Migros cooperative “ sub- 
economy’’ 
also 
illustrates 
the 
benefits consumers can derive from 
a sizable retail cash flow. There are 
Migros 
banks, 
life 
and 
auto 
insurance 
services, 
restaurants, 
mobile do-it-yourself units renting 
tools and extending knowhow for 
repairs, 
daily 
and 
weekly 
newspapers, 
organic 
fertilizer, 
poultry growing and bakery firms, 


book 
and 
record 
clubs, 
travel 
agencies and packaging plants. 
There are testing laboratories to 
determine quality 
control 
of 
products that Migros purchases for 
its 
consumer-members. 
These 
testing 
procedures 
are 
directed 
toward uncovering fraud, filth, lack 
of nutrition, pesticides, and lately, 
ecological effects. Migros is sharply 
critical 
of 
the 
petroleum 
and 
chemical industries for inadequate 
research 
about 
disposal 
of 
packaging 
materials 
made 
of 
plastics. And toward government, 
there is even a Migros “ Bureau for 
the 
Prevention 
of 
Bureaucratic 
Abuses,” 
to 
handle 
citizen 
complaints such as social security 
grievances. 
Members of these co-ops also 
have access to a wide range of 
educational and cultural services. 
Artistic exhibitions, concerts, adult 
education classes, athletic events 
involve the people as participants 
and not just as spectators. 


A 
c o n s u m e r 
c o o p e r a t i v e 
enterprise should be guided by its 
c onsumer 
membe rs . 
Migros 
members have recently indicated a 
majority interest in having their co­ 
op enter the cooperative housing 
financing area. This is now being 
done. 


Involvement of the Migros 900,000 
m e m b e r s 
in 
t h e 
p o l i c y 
determination 
of 
the 
various 
enterprises could be much greater. 
But consumers in the United States, 
nevertheless, can learn many new 
ideas from Migros in advancing 
consumer interests and expanding 
the existing consumer cooperative 
movement in this country.

When 
your 
eighth-grade 
youngster goes to school 
these days, the teacher is 
likely to ask him to play a 
game of goals. 
She’ll give him a big sheet 
of 
cardboard 
with 
the 
legend ‘‘goal statements” 
on it; a set of printed tabs 
with goals on them such as 
“ Learn how to be a good 
citizen,” “ Learn how to 
examine 
and 
use 
information,” etc.; and a 
flock of red cardboard discs. 
The idea is to paste the 
goals on the master sheet 
and rate them by placing 
one or more discs next to 
them. 
One disc 
is low 
priority while five is tops. 
The game is the product 
of many educators’ minds 
and is distributed by Phi 
Delta Kappa, a society of 
educators, 
under 
the 
direction of Dr. 
Carroll 
Lang. 
At a recent orientation 
meeting 
for 
school 
principals and community 
rep rese n tative s 
at 
Northridge 
Junior 
High 
School, 
Lang 
told 
the 
gathering the game of goals 
is 
in 
re a lity 
“ a 
communications device.” 
Lang has held 100 such 
workshops in 17 states for 
about 4 ,^ persons with the 
idea of setting goals in 
education for the grammar 
grades through high school. 
The 
project 
ideally 
involves 
everyone 
connected with education. 
The 
teachers, 
school 
advisory board members, 
some PTA representatives 
and eventually the students 
themselves should have a 
voice in stating goals. 


After the goals have been 
rated, the project has a test 
to determine how well the 
particular school is moving 
toward the stated goals. 


The game includes a list 
of 18 goals, but participants 
may add their own. 


“ Priorities 
may 
vary 
greatly,” Lang said. “ For 
example, this one—Leam 
how 
to 
use 
leisure 
time—may be given a low 
priority in the deprived 
areas but high in schools in 
well-to-do 
neighborhoods. 
Here’s another one—Gain a 
general 
education—that 
may not mean much to a 
fifth grader but will be 
important in the minds of 
many twelfth graders.”

For example, 
one school stated that eighth 
grade students should be 
able to write a 300-word 
essay with only 15 per cent 
errors in spelling, grammar 
and use of words.
